The nuiber of 
them that were: pathercdrhgerhe r this purpoſe, 
was almoſt irffinite; for-of- all Natlons, mca of all 
qualities, aſſembled rogether, drawne on with an 
emulation of pietic, and. honour. 

When the Armie was met at Chalcedon in Afoa, a, it * 
was muſtered to be {1x hundred thouſand amen, 
and one hundred thouſand horfethcn'; all which 
went voluntarily vpon their owne charge, for the 
honour of Chriſtian Religion, 

Of the French, ( thatI ma / oy nothing of Schie 
Nations.) therewent Hygh "ah Great; brotherrs Phi-: 
lip King of France ; two Roberts, the one Duke of 
Normandie, and the other Earle of Flanares; Stephew 


_ Earlcof Chartres,Godfrey, Enſtace, andBalduingthe ſons 


of Euſtace, Earle of Boulogneya {ca towneinPicardie. 
The receiued opinion is,'that Godfrey was Captaihe 
Generall of this Armic : itis queſtioned whether he 
was Duke of Lorraine : but this is for certaine, thac 
hee was deſcended of the ancicne and Illuſtrious 
houſe of Lorraine, that he was Duke of Bowllon, and 
Earle-of Bowlogne aforcſaid ; the memorable nores 
of which are vpon recordas yet, inthathe ſold Mets 

achicfe towne in Lorraine ) 40 the inhabitants 
thereof: and the Duchic: of Bowillor, to Hubert Bi. 
thop of Liege, to furniſh himaſcltc with money for 
this holy Expedition. 

And here we may obſferue the crror of ſome, about 
the name and title of Gbgfrey,growne vponthe like- 


nefſc of the word; for tliere is Bologne,a Citic in Italic, 
commonly

commonly called Bononia, with which, in this place, 
we haue nothing to doe: and there is Boulogne a Sea- 
Towne 1n Picnic famous amonglt vs for being be- 
fiegcd by H. the cight, of which our Godfrey ſee- 
rick ro haue beene Earle; and thirdly there is Bowil- 
low, adioyning to the Biſhopricke of Liege of which 
Godfrey was [tiled Duke. 

The firſt enterpriſe that the Chriſtians vnder- . 


rooke, in their entrance into Aſia, was the ficge of 


N:c-4, aciticin Bithynia, which is yet famous for the. 
Nicene Councell ; and that they wonne from the 
Turkes, inthe ſpace of 26. daics : after which they 
ſubdued other prouinces in Afia, as Lycaonia, Cllicia, 
Syria, Meſopotamia, and Comagens. lntheycere 1098. 
they won the citie Antiochia, vpon the river Oron- 
zes, after a difficult fiegeot nine moneths. Arlaſt they 
cameto Hieruſalem, which at that time the Saracens 
held, hauing newly recovered it from th< Turkes, at- 
eerthe Turkes had poſſeſſed irceight yeeres. The Chri 
ſians wonnethis holie citic from the Saracens, after 
chirtic cight daies ſiege in the yeere 1099. in which 
they found 1o much difhiculty, that they were 
about to leauethe fiege,had they not beene animated 
to a new aſſault, by a prodigious and miraculous 
{ight, which appeared from mount Ohier, which by 
the ſhaking of a glittering ſhield, gaue chem hope of 
victorious ſucceſle. 

The chiefe honour of this conqueſt was giuen 
to Godfrey, becaule hee of all others, had raiſed a 
rower of wood, necre the wall of thecitie, and from 
thence caſt a bridge vpon the wall, by which the 
Chriſtian ſouldicrs made themſelues maſters of the 
Rampire, and fo centred the rowne. Hereupon by the 
conſent of all the Princes Godfrey of Bonillon was 
choſen King of Hieruſalen who (ſhewing him- 
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The Life of Godfrey of Boulogne. 
ſelfe as full of Piety as: valour) refuſed to be crow- 
ned with a crowne of gold, ſaying that it was not 
fir thatany man ſhould weare a crowne of gold in 
that citie, where Chriſt the King of Kings had worne 
. a crowe of thornes : and thereupon madea yow to 
- hold the kingdome of Hiernſalem, and Syria, of the 
Pope, as a teudatarie Princerothe Church of Rome. 
Bur this perbaps was, to make ſome honourable 
amends for a faulr he had committed, when being in 
the {-ruice of Henry the Emperour, in his warrcs a- 
gainſt che Pope, he was the firſt that ſcaled the walls 
-of Rome, and there planted his victorious Enfigne. 
| So thathe may be famous among it Chriſtian Prin- 

Ccs, in thathe conquered both Turke and Pope. 
The Provinces were d1uided amongſt the chicfe 
Princes ; Balduin brother to Godfrey poſleſled Cilicia, 


 Comagena, and Meſopotamia, and had the' title of - 


Couuc of Edeſja, a citiein Comagena, Which is the 
ſfamc,that in the {totie of Tobias,is called Rages: Tan- 
cred obtained the goucrnment of Tiberia, and Boe- 
mund of Antioche. 
Godfreyafter he badenlarged his victories, with the 

conquelt of diuers cities and places, in the land of 
Paleſlind , reigned one yeere King of Hieruſalem, and 
then paſſed ro the heauenly Hicrulalem. 

His Brother Balduinſucceeded him, who increaſed 
the kingdomeby the conquelt of diters famous ci- 
ties ; as Antipatrir, Ceſarea, Ptolemars, Tripolty, Laod#- 
cea, and Car of Meſopotamia: and the Iland Pharos in 
Eg yþt : he reigned 18. yeeres, and left his ſucceſſour 
Balduin de Burgo, his couſin German. In the reigne 
of this King was inſtitured the order of the Knights 
of Hieruſalem , who commonly were called Kmghcs 
of Saint Tohy, and afterwards Knights of Rhodes : 


who for many yeeres defended Chriſtendome 2- 
EE 3; gal 
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The Life of Godfrey of Boulogne. 
gainſt the Tarkes and Saracens, and wonne many 
Hands in the Mediterranean ſea : bur fince that time 
the power of the Turke preuailing, and thoſe coun- 
tries being loſt,theſeKnights hardly maintainethem- 
{clucs within the ſtraights of theIland Malita. About 
this time allo was the order of the Templers inſti- 
ruted, ro be Champions for che holy war : bur ther 
riot broughc them into contempr, and ſo they were 
diſſolued. This ſecond Balduin had great conqueits 
againſt the Turkes and Saracens of Agyprt; winning 
from them Damaſcus and Tirus. He died in the yeare 
1131. when he had reigned thirtcene yeeres : ater 
him grew diflentions amongſt the Chriſtian Princes, 
ſo that the kings of Hicrufalem fell from their won- 
red pictic and proſperitie together ; till ar laſt in the 
yeare 1 188, the Sultan of Xgypt recouered it wholly 
againe, and expelled or deſtroyed the Chriſtians, 
when they had enioycd it 88. yceres, ater the fir 
conquelt. | 

So Godfrey died, in the yecare 1100, the 15. of 1u- 
ly, and was buried in the Church of the Holy- Se- 
pulchre; vpon whoſe Tombe this is found written,

the Bodic here becomes notified by the ſouldiers lefſe 
Noble. And becauſe that through the imperfection of 
humane nature, and by the deceits of bis enemic, mans 
attaines not thu felicity without many inward difficul- 
ties, and without finding by the way many outward im- 
pediments, all theſe are noted -onto vs by Poeticall fi- 
gures. As the death of Syrenus, and bu companions, 
not being ioyned to the campe, but ſlatne farre off, 
may here ſbew the loſſes, which a ciuill man hath of hug 
friends, followers, and other externall goods, inſtru- 
ments of vertue,and aids to the attaining of true felict- 
tie. The armies of Afﬀricke, Afia, and vnlucky battels, 
are none other than his enemies, hs loſſes, and the acci- 
dents of contrary fortune. But comming to the inward im- 
pediments, loue, which maketh Tancredic and the other 
werthies to dote, and difioyne them from Godfrey, and 
the diſdaine Which entiſeth Rinaldo from the enterpriſe, 
doc fignifie, the conflift and rebellion which the Concu- 
iſccar and Irefull powers, doe make withthe Realona- 
le. The Deuills which doe conſult to hinder the conqueſ} 
of Icruſalem, are both a figure, and a thing figured, and 
doe here repreſent the very ſame euills, which doe op- 
poſe themſelnes againſt our cinill happineſſe,ſothat it may 
pot be to cos aladader of Chriſtian bleſſedneſſe. The two 
Magitians Iſmen and Armida, ſeruants of the dewill, 
which endenour to remoue the ( hriſtians from making 
war, are two deuilliſh temptations which doe lay ſnares 
for two powers of the ſoule, from whence all other finnes 
doe proceed. {men dotb fignifie that temptation, which 
ſeeketh to deceine with falſe beleefe the ertue (as a man 
may call it ) Opinatiue: Armida ts that temptation which 
laieth fiegeto the power of our defires, ſo from that pro- 
 ceed the errotrs of Opinion ; from this, thoſe of the Ap- 
petite. The inchantments of [|mcn in the wood deceiuing 
With iufions, fignifie no other thing than the falfitie 
of

the wood; that 1x, im tbe pariety and multitude of opini- 
ons and Yiſcourſes of men. And fmce that man followeth 
wviceand flieth yertue, either thinking that trauels and 
dangers are enills moſt grieuonr and inſupportable, oz 
indging ( as didthe.Epicure and hr: followers ) that in 
pleaſureand idlenefſe confilted chiefeſ felicity ; by thre, 
double 15 the inchantment and illuſion. The Fare, the 
Whirlewind, the Darknefle, the Monſters, and 0- 
ther faiened ſemblances, are the deceiuing allurements 
which dos ſhew ys honeſt trauels and honorable danger 
vader the ſhape of Euill. The Flowers , thy Founraines, 


the Rivers, the Muſicall inſtruments. the Nymphs, | 


are the teceiefal L inticements,which doe here ſet downe be- 


fore vs the pleaſures and delights of the ſenſe, pnder the 


ſhew of Good. Solet it ſuffice to haue ſaid thus much of 
the impediments which a mm. finds as well within as 
without himſelfe © yet if the Allegorie of any thing bee 
not well expreſſed , with theſe beginnings ery nan by 
himſelfe may eafily finds it out. Now let rvs paſſe to the 
ourward and inwart helpes, with which the Citill man 


ouercomming all difficultie, ir brought to this defiyed hap. 
pineſſe. The: target of Diamond which Raimond eco: 


wereth, and afterwards ſhewed readit in the defence of 


Godirey, ought to be nderſtood for the ſpeciallJafegard 
of the Lord God. The Angels doe fignifie ſometime Hea- 
ucnly helpe, and ſometime Inſpiration, the which are 
here ſhadowed in the dreame of Godfrey ,Q& in therecords 
ofthe Hermit. The Hermit, whofor the deliverance of 
Rinaldo didſend the two meſſengers to the wiſe man,doth 
ſhew vnto vs the ſupernaturall knowledge receiued by 


Gods grace, as the wiſe man doth humane wiſtome, for- 


aſmuch az of humane wiſdome and of the knowledes 
of the workes of Nature,and the myſteries thereof: bred 
and eſtabliſhed in our minds, Tuſtice, Temperance, deſþi- 
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fng of death and mortall pleaſures, magnanimiric, and 
exery other morall vertue. And great aid may a ciuill 
man receiue in euery action he attempteth, by contem- 
plaction. It fained, that this wiſe man was by birth a 
P1gan, but being by the Hermite conuerted to the true

pal ed ouer vnto Vs , Preſumpruou: of her /elfe, a miſc YC- 
ant bold and proud aboueweaſure ; but of Saunt Thomas 
and the other holy Doctors ſhe 1s made the diſciple and 
hanamaid of Dininitc, and 14 become by their endeuout 
more modeſt , and more religious, nothing daring raſhly to 
affirme againſt that which t revealed to her Maiitres. 
Neither in rovaine u the perſon Y the wiſe man brought 
in, Rinaldo being able by the only counſell of the Her 
mite zo be found and brought backe againe, for that, it it 
brought in ſhew, that the grace of God doth not worke al. 
 wates 1 men immediatly, or by extraordinary WAJes, but 
many times worketh by naturall meanes. And it ts very 
reaſonable that Godfrey, which in holineſſe and religion 
doth excellall other, and ts (as hath beene ſaid) the figure 
of Vuderſtanding , be ſpecially graced and privileged 
With fauours not communicated to any other. Thi bu- 
mane wiſdome , when it 1s diretted of the ſuperiour or 
more high vertue, doth deliver the ſenfible ſoule fro vice, 
and therein placeth morall vertue. But becauſe thi, ſuf. 
ficerh not, Peter the Hermitfirſt confeſſeth Godfrey. and 
Rinaldo, 4nd conterted Tancredie. Godfrey and Ri- 
naldo being two perſons, whichin our Poem TC hold the 
principal place.it cannot be but pleafing totheReader ghat 
1 repeating ſome of the already ſpoken things, doe pariicu- 


larly lay open the allegoricall ſenſe,which vnder the vaile 
of 
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of their actions, lie hidden. Godtrey which holdeth the 
principal place in thu ſtory, trno che Allegory

Plato ( doubting ) ſeeketh whether it differeth fromrea- 
ſon or no. And ſuch uit inthe minde, as the Chieftaine in 
dis a(ſembiy of ſoutdiers : for as of theſe the office 15 to obey 
their Princes, Which doe giue direftions and commande- 
ments to fight againſt their enemies : ſors it ihe duty of 
the irefull , warlike, and ſoueraigne part of the minde, 
to bee armed with reaſon againſ} concupiſence, and with 
that vehemency and fiercencſſe( which us proper onto it ) 
zo reſiſt and driue away whatſoener impediment to feli- 
city. But when it doth not obey Reaſon, but ſuffers it

Godfrey with cini!l moderation i acknowledged to be ſu- 
periony to Rinaldo,teaching Vs,that Reaſon commandeth 
Anger not imperiouſly,but courteouſly and cimlly . contra- 
riwiſein that, by impriſoning Argillanus imperiouſly, the 
ſeaition ir quieted; it u giuen os to onderſtand, the 
power of the Minds, to be ower the body, regall and pre- 
dominate : Secondly, that as the reaſonable part ought not 
( for herein the Stoicks were yery much deceiucd ) to 
exclude the Iretull from ations, nor viurpe the offices 
thereof, for this oſurpation ſhould be againſt nature and 
mſtice,. but it ought to make her her companion and 
hanamaid : So ought not Godfrey to attempt the ad- 
uenture of the wood bimſelfe, thereby arrogating to him- 


ſelfe the other offices belonging to Reinaldo. Leſſe 


Skill ſhould then be ſhewed, and leſſe regard had to the 
profit, which the Poet, as. ſubiefted to policie,, ought to 
haue for bis aime, if it had beene fained, that by Godfrey 
only, all was wrought, which was ncceſſarie for the con- 
quering of Teruſalem. Neither 1 there contrariety or dif- 
ference from that which hath beene ſaid, in putting 
downe Rinaldo and Godfrey for that figure of the Rea-

of in his qreame, Whereas hee compareth the one to the 
Head, tbe other to the right Hand of the armie, becauſe 
the Head (if we beleeue Plato) tr the ſeat of Reaſon, and 
the right Hand, if it be not the ſeat of wrath, it 1s at leaſt 
her moſt principal inſtrument Finally, to come to the 


conclufion, the armie wherein Rinaldo and the other
